PARIS — Gen. Lauris Norstad 
said Monday that by the end of 
the year 25 Allied divisions, al- 
most all combat-ready, would be 
facing Communist military forces 
in the critical central European 
sector.

We're glad the Atlanta Negro students 
decided to cease demonstrations at Grady 
Hospital. 

The hospital dispute ought not to be 
thrust into an atmosphere of emotional 
contention by the Negroes, nor should 
it be allowed to build up to that by the 
Hospital Authority. 

Of all the places where calm, fair and 
quiet solutions ought to be striven for, a 
haven of mercy is foremost. 

We do not believe the Fulton-DeKalb 
Hospital Authority can or will long delay 
a solution that is so obviously needed. 
For demonstrations to reduce the hos- 
pital problem to a segregation versus in- 
tegration conflict can only confuse a sim- 


An extension of it into the Negro wards 
is all that is being asked, and we cannot 
see how it can justly be denied in a tax- 
supported hospital when the community 
needs training facilities for Negro doctors. 

We repeat, they have not asked to 
treat white patients. They ask only to 
treat Negro patients, in a hospital where 
most patients are Negroes. 

There are other needs—training op- 
portunity for Negro X-ray and lab tech- 
nicians is a principal one in a city where 
many white doctors themselves employ 
Negro technicians. There also ought to 
be a Negro member on the Hospital Au- 
thority to help raise these conflicts out 
of the slough of racial strife and keep 
them on the quiet, high ground of pro- 
fessional responsibility. 

These are simple administrative de- 
cisions that can be and ought to be made 
soberly, not racial revolutions to be ar- 
gued in the streets. 

We have a continuing faith in the 
Hospital Authority's intention to act just- 
ly on these issues.

WASHINGTON—The absurdly high degree of 
influence so long exercised on Western policy 
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by the neutralist powers is at last coming to ™"" = in 
an end. This is clear in the wake of Indian Prime Minister Jawaharlal 
Nehru’s visit to President Kennedy in Washington. . accu 


Nehru has sold no part of his 
neutralist line here. And he has, 
in fact, lost much of that curious 
and awed veneration which for 
years has gathered about him as 
“the world’s leading statesman 
for peace,” and as the ultimate 
and almost sainted voice of neu- 
tralism. 

His mission is ending with no 
success for any of his basic aims. 
The biggest of these aims was to 
prod President Kennedy into seek- 
ing yet another summit confer- 
ence with Nikita Khrushchev over 
the Berlin crisis despite Khru- 
shchev's record of treating such 
conferences as mere propaganda 
forums. 

Indeed, Nehru’s November visit 
here has produced less for him 
than did a summer visit for his 
great rival, President Ayub Khan 
of Pakistan. 

Actually, the nations which have 
so long been “uncommitted’’ in 
the cold war between the Soviet 
East and the free West may 
now find they have missed the 
bus—on both sides of the street. 

Premier Khrushchev of the 
Soviet Union has already shown 


his total contempt for them, not- 
withstanding that on the whole 
their “‘neutralism’’ has been of 
a kind which looked upon the 
tiniest of Western shortcomings 
as though they were as bad as 
the most murderous aggressions 
of the Russians. 

President Kennedy, for his part, 
has made almost excessive ef- 
forts to get along with neutralist 
opinion, as witness the fact that 
the United States has not yet 
resumed its own testing in the 
air in the face of enormous So- 
viet provocations. 

It would be a mistake to sup- 
pose that Kennedy is ‘furious’ 
with Nehru or that he intends to 
cut all contacts with neutralists 
tomorrow morning or anything 
like that. 

But it would be no mistake at 
all to suppose that Kennedy is by 
no means enchanted with the in- 
cantations of the Nehru idolators, 
who believe that the West has 
a kind of supernatural duty to 
accept him as the best and wisest 
of all men, and never really to 
disagree with him. |

I think they are suffer- 
ing from the disease of nothing- 
ness.” 

The more I thought of his 
words, the less I was inclined 
to agree with him.

‘‘My part in the deaths of 38 
citizens of this state was not 
intentional. In my 10 years of 


imprisonment I have made 


acquaintances and friends with 
the colored inmates that I work 
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F. Kennedy’s full approval. 


‘ McNamara’s presence at the 
banquet had been a point of con- 
troversy since shortly after the 
Department of Defense announced 
that he would attend. The Atlanta 
chapter and the national head of 
the NAACP had protested to the 
White House because the dinner 
was to be segregated.

Tuition Ruling 
j Closure Fate, Judge Says

law providing for the closing of 
integrated schools, 

The tuition law is part of ‘an 
omnibus statute,” the school 
board attorney declared, and if it 


is held void the closure law will 
still stand. 


“If you succeed in your conten- 
tion that this act is void,” Judge 
Pye told Latimer, ‘‘that will mean 
reinstating the school closing law 
and also the other acts that were 
repealed.”’ 


WOULD SUBSIDIZE 


The judge added that the gov- 
ernor and the legislature ‘‘aban- 
doned all effort to implement sep- 
arate schools” when they passed 
the tuition grant law and left them 
“to the protection of the courts.”’ 
He said the grant act, which 
would subsidize students who wish 
to attend public schools, was “part 
of the same united proposition’ 
and that they “stand or fall to 
gether.” 


Judge Pye and Latimer spent 
hours Monday debating the meth- 
od of figuring grants for private 
school pupils. Latimer contends 
that the law is “‘vague and indefi- 
nite’ on the subject and that 
school board officials have no way 
of knowing whether by “funds 
available,” the law means those 
on hand at the beginning or the 
end of the school year and if the 
law contemplates having the

boards borrow ‘funds to pay 
grants. Judge Pye said he thought 


the act clearly indicated that the 


total sum of funds available for 
school operation should be divided 
by the number of pupils and that 
those who wish to attend a pri- 
vate school were intended to have 
their pro rata share. 


PRESENTS FIGURES 


Latimer raised the question of 
whether the law includes children 
in the public schools or all chil- 
dren in the geographic area. At 
the request of the court he pre- 
sented figures to show that 11,199 
Atlanta children attend private 
schools in this area. Attorney More- 
ton Rolleston, who brought the 
suit for Mr. and Mrs, A. T. Aiken 
and their ll-year-old daughter, 
Carla, pointed out that the list 
of private schools read by Lati- 
mer did not include one for men- 
tally retarded children. 


“Tt doesn’t include the cerebral 
palsy school or the speech school,” 
Latimer said. He later said a 
major flaw in the law was that 
it set no standards or criteria for 
private schools and charged that 
everybody who wanted to start a 
school, “‘whether it taught read- 
ing, writing and ‘rithmetic’’ or 
was “just a baby-sitter service”’ 
could qualify under the act. 


“A fellow could go out here and 
open up a college for washing 
hogs,’’ Latimer declared. “It’s a 
school and so long as it’s private 
and non-sectarian anybody who 


j|wanted to go there could get a

BORN IN CAROLINA 


Hawkins, born in 1754 in North 
Carolina, was a senior at Prince- 
ton when that institution of higher 
learning closed because of the 
Revolutionary War. 


The young man was a brilliant 
student; his knowledge of French 
led Gen. Washington to press him 
into service on his staff as an in- 
terpreter with our French allies. 


Hawkins fought in the battle of 
Monmouth and in other engage- 
ments. (He was one of the found- 
ers of the Society of the Cincin- 
nati.) When the war ended and 
North Carolina ratified the federal 
constitution, he was elected one of 
the first U.S. senators from his 
state. 


HANDLED PROBLEMS 


As a matter of routine

Congress appointed a four-man 
commission—including Hawkins— 
to negotiate treaties with South- 
ern Indians.

The first signed between the 
United States and the Creeks in 
1790 “‘marked the entry into the 
heart of Georgia of a gall-like bit- 
terness against the United States 
government,” one historian noted.

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CALLED MAN OF LETTERS 


The new Indian agent’s ‘“‘sacri- 
fice’ was for life. During the 
winter of 1796-7 Hawkins made a 
three-month journey through Creek 
and Cherokee territory. A journal 
he kept then and other papers 
he wrote caused historians to re- 
gard him as “a man of letters” 
and a “keen observer.” 


Among his first duties was the 
running of a line be- 
tween Tennessee and the Chero- 
kees and between Georgia and the 
Creeks. These and subsequent 
thankless tasks where opposition 
was bound to be encountered 
made Chief Tuskegee Tustunnu- 
gee zemark that Hawkins ‘“‘got 
. blaim (sic) from both sides.” 


History was to prove Hawkins 
a fair man. But he made ene- 
mies—including state governors— 
in his lifetime. One indignant 
friend wrote of his detractors: “‘A 
set of brutes they are, to en- 
deavor to smudge the reputation 
of a man who has more sense, 
honor and honesty than the whole 
state of Tennesse put together.” 


LIVED WITH INDIANS 


For years Hawkins spent his 
time among the Indians in their 
villages and at Army posts in the 
Indian country. But when, under 
President Jefferson, he became 
permanent Principal Agent for 
the Creeks, he selected an agency 
reservation site on the Flint River 
for his home. 


Indian canoes and dugouts often 
were pulled up on the river banks 
there; “‘hours and days were spent 

Hawkins with Indian com- 
panions paddling along the Flint 
or the Chattahoochee,” Pound 
writes. 

A “born dirt farmer with his 
roots in the soil,’ Hawkins taught 
Indians his agricultural lore. His 
letters to Presidents Washington, 
Jefferson and Madison often in- 
cluded crop reports. 


| FATHERED 6 CHILDREN 


Most white men living among 
Indians took a squaw for wife or 
mistress. Hawkins felt that would 
lower his influence. He legalized 
a common-law marriage with a 
white woman when he became ill 
in his later years and left his 
considerable fortune to her and 
their six children. 

During 1798 Hawkins presented 
a plan of government to the 
Creeks which they accepted. It 
was so successful that President 
Jefferson praised it in his. De- 
cember, 1801, message to Con- 
gress.

Tecumseh, Shawnee chief 
and leader of Indians in the old 
Northwest, was persuaded by the 
British to seek alliance from 
Southern tribes. 


‘WAR TALKS’ : 

Tecumseh’s ‘“‘war talks” drew 
a following of “Red Sticks,” and 
Creek civil war resulted. Georgia 
called out its militia after a 
massacre at Fort Mims in 1813. 
Andrew Jackson defeated the 
Red Sticks at Horseshoe Bend 
March 27, 1814. 


Peace terms were less gener- 
ous for the Creeks than Hawkins 
had been promised. He had been 
ili during this troubled time. 
Harsh treatment of the Indians he 
loved, some think, hastened the 
Indian agent’s death. 


Criticism he did not deserve 
came. When the Augusta Chron- 
icle accused him of treason and 
deceit, Hawkins wrote Secretary 
of War Armstrong he would be 
glad if the President could find 
a better agent and “send him 
on; in doing so he will do me no 
injury or excite the least resent- 
ment. . . . This department has 
always been strewed with 
thorns.” 


SALUTED BY PRESIDENTS 


No “better agent’’ was ever 
suggested. Presidents were too 
dependent on Hawkins for that. 
Jefferson called on Hawkins sev- 
eral times for instruction in the 
Indian tongues. When the Em- 
press of Russia wished to make 
a comparison of the language of 
American Indians and Siberian 
tribes, Madison sent Cherokee and 
Choctow vocabularies prepared 
and presented to him by Hawkins. 


Hawkins died on June 6, 1816, 
still serving the Creeks. In 1931 a 
congressional appropriation made 
possible the erection of a monu- 
ment in Roberta about six miles 
from his grave. 


Extravagant eulogies came at 
the time of his death. And, Pound 
points out, many years later his- 
torians still found his career as 
Indian agent notable, with Mar- 
quis James saluting him as “‘an 
anomoly among such officials, be- 
ing both honest and able.”
